The tire swept over tue doomed 


cities with buch rapidity that all the 
inhabitants could do was to flee for 
their lives leaving behind all their 
belongings. 
The fierce rush of the 


tlames drove hundreds into Lake 
Huron and while it is impossible to 
ascuitam whether any-lives were lost 
H ib leaied many have perished. 


According to the stories ot 300 re. 


fugees who arrived here this morn- 
ing when the tiain iett Ov.oua the 
flames weie leaping 100 ieet adn 
roaring like a fuinace. 
The heat 


was so intense that those within the 
coaches had to close the windows. 
Bodies are lying in the streets of Au 
Sable and the churches and halls are 
packed with those who were overtak- 


n by the tlames. 
Many who sought 


belter fioni fi-sj were suttocated 
'rom the dense smoke. Babies carried 
to the water in trunks were either 
drowned or smothered to death. 


From Alpena and Boyne City, re- 


>orts are coming in today of fierce 
'ires raging about those cities. At 


ne City the tires are reported to 


lave 
surrounded 
N several 
logging 


camps and to have hemmed in the 
oggers with a solid wall of flames. 
At both Alpena and Boyne City heavy 
clouds of smoke can be seen on all 
sides. 


Bay City, Mich., July 12.—Among 


he refugees who arrived here early 
today on the D. ana M., relief train 
from Au Sable and Oscoda wiped 
out by flames were Mrs. Doris Dia- 
mond, a survivor of the Iroquis the- 
atre fire in Chicago. 


She said that the scenes at Osco_ 


da were more horrifying that the 
Chicago holocaust. 


"The people 
were compelled to 


rush from their home with whatever 
they had on their backs" said Mrs. 
L/iamond, "and run for their lives to 
the lake and swamps, so rapidly did 
the flames spread. 
My four chil- 


dren, my sister and myself fled from 
our home as the flames roared down 
upon us and joined the panic s,trick- 
eu crowd fleeing for placet of safety. 
"I saw women and children fal 


upon the road exhausted from th 
smoke and heat and it seemed in 
credible that all escaped with thel 
lives. 
My sister was with us wher 


we started ffom our home but she 
stopped to assist a woman with her 
children and we became separated 
and 1 do not know whether she is 
alive or not. 
People who gathered 


up their personal effects in bundle 
before leaving their homes were com 
pelled to drop them in their rust 
for satety. 


The awful scenes were more terri 


fjing and impressed 
me more than 


my experience in the Iroquois thea- 
tre fire.

Kearney, business agent of the United 
Association of Plumbers; James Gar- 
vin, business agent of the same union;l 
Maurice 
("Moss") 
Enright, alleged 


professional slugger and gun man, 
business agent of the Steam Fittera 
union, which is associated with 
the 


United Association of Plumbers. AU 
are charged with the murder of Vin- 
cent Altman. professional slugger and 
murdeier, killed in the saloon of the 
Brisks Hotel on March 22. 


Enright, who confessed that he later 


killed William 
(Dutch) 
Gentleman, 


another labor 
slugger, 
was In jail 


charged with the murder of Altman. 
The other labor leaders had apt been. 
arrested up to an early h o u ^ ~ " ~ 
detectives were after them. 


For years there has been a Jur 


tional fight on in Chicago between the 
building trades council of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor of which 
O'Donnell is president, and an inde- 
pendent building trades coun&TT 
ot 


which "Skinny" Madden is president. 
Each of those 
councils 
maintains 


unions representing every branch oC 
the building trade. 


The rivalry between these unions, 


especially between the plumbers 
and 


steamfitters, led to open warfare. It la 
alleged that Enright 
was hired 
as 


''sluRgor-in-chief" of the council con- 
nected with the American Federation, 
of Labor, and Altman as chief slugger 
of the independent council. 


It is charged that a plot to kill Alt- 


nan was formulated in O'Donnell's 
oom by the four men indicted; that 
Enright agreed to kill Altman for a 
certain sum of money, and that after 
:hc killing, Enright with the help ot 
his alleged conspirators hid in O'Don- 
lell's room, after throwing his ov»i'- 
coat and revolver in an upstairs room 
wheio it was found later.

WAR ON CHINTZ BUGS 


BEGUN IN EARNEST 


Farmers are Waging AVar on Thi<: 


Noxious IJiiii—Kxperiment Sta- 


tion (Jives Instructions. 


The farmers of Licking county are 


preparing to defend 
their 
crops 


against 
the ravages of the chintz 


jugs which are infesting the crops, 
especially the corn and oats crop. So 
noxious are the chintz bugs that in- 
sect devouring birds 
will 
not eat 


them, although it is claimed that 
the quail is an exception to this 
and will destroy the little pests. John 
Cahall has lost about one-third of his 
corn crop by the bugs. Arnold Kall- 
merten telephoned 
the experiment 


station at W ouster and received the 
following instructions for preventing 
chintz bugs from destroying crops: 


Plow a furrow around field not al- 


ready infested, furrow about eight 
inches deep by one to two feet wide; 
harden on" side of it and pc»ir on a 
streak of coal tar, one-half to one 
inch wide, or road oil. 
If coal tar 


is used renew every six hours, in 
other words, put it on twice a day. 
If road oil is used it need not tie re- 
newed so often, every two or three 
days. Dig holes into the furrow with 
posthole digger or othei v. 'so, about 
ten to fifteen feet apart. 
' '-se holes 


aie to serve as traps. 
' .^s can be 


easily killed a f t e r they l.avo. dropped 
into the traps. 


For corn aiioady infested make a 


spray of the following ingredients: 
One-half a ; omul of soap, soft or oth- 
erwise, dissolve in one gallon of wa- 
ter by boiling. When thoroughly dis. 
solved take from and away from the 
fire and pour in two gallons of coal 
oil put in the spray p u m p and work 
or churn the emulsion u n t i l every 
part of the nil has been assimilated

commodity. 


Evans Brothers, threshers, of 46 


Western avenue, this city, in a number 
of cases, report the most phenominal 
Wheat crops yet given out. 


In threshing at the farm of Val Kel- 


ler, 
north of the city, this week, 
the 


unusual average of 50 b'ushels of wheat 
to the acre is reported. This report is 
supported substantial corroborative ev- 
idence and Mr. Evans declares that the 
report is not "padded." 


Harry Ransower, a 
brother-in-law 


of Mr. Keller, on an adjoining farm, 
threshed what is perhaps the biggest 
crop of wheat this season 
has pro- 


duced. The yield in this case was 1869 
bushels, which averaged 39 1-2 bushels 
to the acre. In both cases given above, 
the farmers producing such remark- 
able crops did nothing more fhan the 
ordinary intelligent cultivator does to 
insure the best crops for the same 
amount of labor and time.
